Un- 
der the present plan the mayor has 
the right to appoint two members 
from the council.

This is 
particularly true in regard to the 
power to. issue non-election bonds re- 
posed in th"e:city council. These old 
matters were brought up again under 
virtue of-a resolution which required 
the city attorney to file a written re- 
port and the^text of the charter pro- 
visions already amended and as Mr. 
Aiken read these they were subjected 
to further discussion and very fre- 
quently action despite the fact that 
these provisions had been thrashed out 
at "previous meetings. Rescinding ac- 
tion taken earlier under which the 
council was empowered to issue as 
high as J10.000 bonds on .permanent 
improvements of "a different nature 
the commission last night limited this 
power to $40.000 in any one year. Un- 
der the other-plan the council might 
at successive meetings, have Issued 
as high as $10,000 for "all sorts of 
improvements and could have aggre- 
gated a- total of $300.000 in any one 
year." It Is seen therefore that the 
recommendation as now made instead 
of reposing larger power In the coun- 
cil materially restricts it on the non- 
election bond question.

"We have been trying.'' said Mr. 


Hopkins today, "to get relief for the 
last 18 months.

Brotherhoods, but the officials of the 
company refused to remedy the sit- 
uation. Th.e manner in which poshers 
are operated through the tunnels im- 
. pose hardship on the men on account 
jit the—eitreme heat together with* 
•the gases that collect in the tunnels. 
Xhere-^are five tunnels, ranging in 
length from 500 to 1.400 feet. 


"Before breaking off negotiations 


•with the management, the represen- 
tatives of the employes proposed to 


compromise * on this question'," said 
Mr. Hopkins, "making the proposi- 
tion that the company run pushers 
through the tunnels, placing about 
twenty cars between the two pusners 
instead of running them coupled to- 
gethe ron the rear of the train dur- 
ing tho ho* summer months. 


"The company declined to com- 
promise in any way on this question.

night, ten hours before the strike be- 
gan. 


Officials of the Virginian here to- 


day took the view that the walkout

strike ballot had been completed and 
the strike order issued when the La- 
bor Board issued Its telegraphic or- 
ders Wednesday afternoon, there was 
sufficient time left before the strike 
coutd go Into effect Thursday morn- 
ing at six o'clock, to recall the strike 
order and -na.it the outcome of the 
hearing November 14th, these offic- 
ials contended today.

commander In chief of the Germany 
army and had established Hitler as 
"arbiter of the destinies of Germany. 
Drf Von Kahr, who several weeks 


ago was made military dictator or 
Bavaria,-, has accepted the governor- 
ship of the state," as a representative 
ot the monarchy." 
General Von Losfdw. commander of 


the Bavarian RelchWehr, has been 
named minister of war, while Von 
Poehner, former chief of police or 
Munich, has been administrator. 
When word of the revolt reached 


Berlin the central government severed 
all relations with Bavaria, appointed 
General Von Seeckt, commander in 
chief of the national army and an- 
nounced withdrawal of federal troops 
until favorable conditions -had been 
resumed. 
The government also addressed the 


following manifesto to the German 
people: 
"At this moment of great tension 


in the foreign and domestic situa- 
tion some foolish people are endeav- 
oring to break up the1 German Reich 
"An armed band has overthrown 


the government in Munich, arrested 
Premier Von KnllHng and arrogated 
to itself the right to institute a gov- 
ernment of the Reich. It has made 
Ludendorff, commander in chief of 
the Germany army and has made Hit- 
ler -who was naturalized only som<» 
days >agp, arbiter of the destinies of 
Germany. 
"There is no need to say that this 


decision to carry a coup d-etat can 
have no effect. Whoever, 
support? 
this movement will be guilty of high 
treason. 
"Instead of helping in the Rhine- 


land and the Ruhr our brethren who 
are fighting in Germany's cause, such 
persons are plunging the Reich into 
a catastronhe, threatening Its food 
supplies. They are exposing it to an 
enemy Invasion and they are destroy- 
ing all chances of economic improve- 
ment. 
' 
"The recent measures of the Reich 


In the monetary domain have had 
the effect of notably improving the 
position "of the mark abroad within 
the last 24 hours. This will be lost if 
the attempt made in Munich succeeds. 
"We expect all patriots to defend 


the unity, or<3«-' and liberty of the 
Reich. All steps -to combat the coup 
d'etat and to restore order have been 
taken and will be carried out with the 
utmost vigor."

The ultimate^ purpose of the Hitler- 
Von JCahr-Ludendorff combination is 
not yet apparent but all advices re- 
aching London seem to point to an 
attempt 'to restore the monarchy in 
Germany 
with- Bavaria 
replacing 
Prussia as the dominant state. 
General Ludendorff, it seems, is to 
be the military dictator of the Reich 
and the republic is to be swept arway, 
Whether he and his fellow conspira- 
tors are men of the right mettle to 
effect the change remains to be seen. 
but the reputations given Von Kahr 
and Hitler, in dispatches to the Eng- 
lish -newspapers during the last few 
weeks do not suggest that these men 
.possess the necessary 
qualifications 


for carrying such an undertaking. 
Hitherto there has been nothing to 
show that any resistance that was 
offered the Hitlerites in Munich and 
the Indications are that the^ initial 
stage of the rebellion passed blood- 
lessly.

My own stud- 


ies strongly suggest the longer and 
more gradual movement. There are 


_ two principal reasons:_ 


"The first is that with all the new 
dwellings Uuflt during the past tour 
years the greater part "have been 
•triced far out of reach of the great 
L-.sjority of people. In 
fact 
some 


figures worked out by my organiza- 
tion show that less than 10 per cent. 
of the people can afford to buy the 
so-called 'moderate priced' dwelling 
built today. Some, to be sure, have 
tried to and may get along all right 
«mtil they strike reverses. The av- 
erage family, however, , cannot af- 
ford to give more than one week's 
pay out of every month 
for rent. 
Less than 10 per cent, ot the heads 
of families in 
the 
United States 
make more than $50 a week. Check 
up the cost of the 'houses built late- 
ly in your community and see how 
maijy of them can be rented profit- 
ably for less than 
?50 a 
monht. 
.Hence, when one talks about the sa- 
turation point in dwelling houses he 
mus take Into account 
the 
price 
zones considered. The saturation at 
present prices apparently is rapidly 
being approached, but as soon^.as 
another 15 per cent, or 20 per cent, 
cut in building costs is put into ef- 
fect an entirely new group of pros- 
pective home-owners' is reached. 
"The next point is that building 
costs can be reduced when the nec- 
essity arises. The only reason pric- 
es of building materials and building 
labor did not decline as much as the"

Ko one should 
be blamed for not charging less than 
the market price.
